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Presenting practically a Wilted 
front, as the warehouBemen of the 
other three dietrlctB in Kentucky 
and of the Ohio and Indiana dis- 
tricts have done, warehousemen of 
the Central Kentucky district Friday 
morning sig^ned contracts transfer- 
rinsr their plants to the control of 
the 9iirl«r Toheeeo Onnrers' Co- 
operettve Aieoeiatloib , under lease 
«mtil the eorporatton provided for 
in each dietirict <can he. orfaiiized* 
toll title to pass June 16, in 
the case of the war^omeiieii { who 
desire to sell, the plaatt not\ for 
sale to hfe leased at a rental of tight 
per cent net to the owners. 

Aaron Sapiro, California lawyer in 
charge of the legal preliminaries 
incident to the transfer, assured the 
warehousemen that they would be 
protected from the outside ware- 
house owners in the pool to sell their 
ft-ops over the floors of these out- 
side warehousemen and quoted a re- 
cent decision of the Supreme Court 
of the United States to show that 
in such cases the association might 
obtain an injunction and sue the 
offenders for damages. 

President James C. Stone called 
the%neeting of the warehousemen to 
order at the offices .t>f the aiSQcia-. 
tion. Qe said the eoatvact was 
clear, but that, if any waryboose- 
BMn did not fully uaderataad its 
proTlaioni^ he ttiisbt ask Questions 
which would' be answered until it 
was clear to him. 

Mr. Sapiro citlled atteniioii to the 
proTision in the contract by which 
the warehousemen agreed to remain 
in charge of their various properties, 
li deslrfd by the association, and 
said that in regard to the" amounts 
to be paid for the various plants he 
believed that the warehousemen and 
the association, through Manager 
Baker and the district director, 
would reach an agreement in nine- 
teen cases out of twenty. The^pro- 
vision of arbitration, in all caMa in 
which the warehousemen and the 
association may be unable to agree 
on values, was explained. ^, 

Mr. Sapiro vent thoroughly ictq^ 
the three methods of payment: 
First, in preferred stftck of the 
subsidiary corporation to be formed 
in each of the districts, redeemable 
one-fifth each year beginntai^ Time,. 
1923. and paying eight per eent. div- 
idend; two-thirds in prefemd stock

For that reason, as inteUigent peo- 
ple now see, wars * are worse than 
useless. They- settle nothing, and 
they entail a vast expense and a vast 
amount of misery and snlferlng. 

A people might aJford to go to 
war if anything #ere to he gained, 
but the recent world war ta»ght ns 
that nothing is gained. ' 

This is the way the people every- 
where sare looking at it, at any rate, 
and this is why another great war is 
extremely unlikely. 

There being no likelihood of lead- 
ing the people into butchering each 
other again, the people will insist 
upon a reduction of armies and 
navies. 

This may come by formal agree- 
ment among the nations, or it may 
come by independent action, but 
the movement in this direction has 
already started and it will not be 
checked.

The Bpiaeopftl ehardi la the UiUt- 
ed States toees a real prohlem 
through the steady decrease in the 

number of recruits for the minis- 
try, a commission appointed to in- 
vestigate the subject, declared a re- 
port made public recently. This sit- 
uation, the commission stated, "is 
more grave than seems to be the 
case with other religious bodies." 

In the diocese of New York where 
-in the fifties there v/as ouc )iiiu- 
ister for every 491 coinmunicants. 
the commission found that to-d;ii 
there was only one minister for 
every 2,523. This proportion is 
maintained throughout the country, 
the commission reported, adding: 
"The seriousness of our case is 
heightened by the interplay of two 
facts; that our meBbershlp. ii in- 
crejMias more rapidly than the aver- 
age, while at the same ttane our 
ministry is Increasing much less 
rapidly than ttie average. It means 
that we are pressiwi more Quicftdy 
toward the critical moment when 
there will be so few ministers that 
our 4vhole growth and work will Jbe 
meaaeea."
